PARA, Brazil May 5.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt in an interview today on board 
the steamer Dunstan, on which he had just 
arrived from Manaos, gave many interesting 
details of his exploring trip through the 


wilds of Brazil. 
The colonel said that under the strain of 
the trip one of his men went mad, murdered 
‘one of his companions, and fied into the wil- 
derness. Kermit Roosevelt and two others 
narrowly escaped drowning when a member 
of the party lost his life in one of the numer- 
ous rapids of a river that was being explored. 
“We saw no Indians,“ the colonel said, 
“but twice heard them. While Col. Rondon, 
the chief of the Brazilian mission, was out 
alone hunting his dog was killed by arrows. 
The dog's death probably saved Col. Ron- 
Adon's life. 
Calls Expedition Signal Success. 
“I had a severe bout of fever and while 
working around the canoe in the rapids 
bruised my leg, which developed into a bad 
abscess, but I am now practically all right. 
“The expedition has proved a signal suc- 
cess. It was undertaken originally for the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
“During our trip George K. Cherry and 
Lee C. Miller, the naturalists, collected over 
2100 birds and mammals and a few reptiles, 
_batrachians, and fish, chiefly from regions 
not hitherto traversed by any collector and 
many representing species hitherto unknown 
to science, 
“The most important part of our trip was 
' geographical. In the exploration of an un- 
known river we have put on the map a river 
“nearly 1,000 miles long, the existence of 
Which is not hinted at on published maps. 


Tells of Little Known River. 
“The upper part of ite course was utterly 
unknown to anybody except the wild In- 
dians along its banks, while the lower part 
was knOwn to a few rubber men only. The 
iver takes its rise in the high uplands of 
the western part of the state of Matto Gros- 
#0, just north of the thirteenth parallel of 
south latitude and between longitude 59 
and 6 west of Greenwich. 

“We embarked in latitude 12 degrees 1 
minute south and longitude 60 degrees 16 
minutes west.

Say Ex-Alderman Ejected Them 
When They Begged Him 
to Obey Law. 


CLAIMED ‘PULL’ WITH MAYOR

Here’s What Had Happened.

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CAR LINES FAIL 
TO ADD TO SEATS 


Engineers’ Report Shows 
Pledge to Provide for Loop 
Rush Hours Unkept. 


FORTY IN 100 MUST STAND. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
The surface street car lines last fall prom- 
ised a 80 per cent increase in the loop rush 
hour transportation facilities if permitted to 
consolidate the management of the com- 
panies. That privilege was granted by the 
council on Nov. 18 last. 
The pledge of the companies has not been 
kept to date. Insvead of 30 per cent Increase 
in facilities, less than 5 per cent has been 
given. Five-sixths of the promise has not 
been fulfilled. 
This information was conveyed yesterday 
to Chairman Block of the council local trans- 
portation committee by the board of super- 
vising engineers. 
The board has just completed a thorough 
investigation of the rush hour service and 
the report contains the data collected. It 
will be read at the meeting of the local trans- 
portation committee today. 


As Much Crowding as a Year Ago. 
‘The report shows there is approximately 
as much crowding during the rush hour 
as there was a year ago. In 1918 forty per- 
sons out of each 100, on the average, were 
foreed to stand during the rush home, The 
proportion exists now. 

The companies have not improved the trav- 
eling conditions, although they have in- 
creased their facilities. The percentage of 
increase in traffic has been about the same 
as the increase in the facilities supplied. 
The companies promised 30 per cent in- 
crease in facilities. During the rush hour 
that means at least 835 cars. To date the 
companies have added only fifty-five cars. 

A 80 per cent increase during the rush 
hour means 15,085 seats. To date the com- 
panies have added only 2.820. Eight months 
ago the average number of passengers to a 
car was seventy-five. The average is the 
same today. Bight months ago the number 
of passengers hauled in a day was 83,040. 
Today the number is 87,245. 

Last year the companies supplied 50,116 
seats. Now they provide 52,486 seats. 


Passengers and Seats. 

The percentage of increase in the number 
of passengers was 5.1, as reckoned by the 
board of supervising engineers. There was 
only 4.9 per cent increase in the number of 
cars or seats. 

While the companies have only increased 
the number of cars operated in the loop rush 
hour by fifty-five in the last eight months, 
they are promising 130 more cars in the next 
ten days. Where these will be put is a mat- 
ter for the aldermen to ascertain. If most 
of them are placed on the lines in the out- 
tying districts, it follows necessarily they 
will not help materially the loop rush hour. 
Later in the year, probably by Nov. 1, it is 
expected the companies will add another 
150 cars. Some of the aldermen may want 
to know why these 150 cars have not been 
obtained before this date. The ordinance 
permitting the unified operation was passed 
on Nov. 18. Six months have elapsed since. 
In that period some of the cars which are 
now promised might have been purchased 
and delivered, in the opinion of certain alder- 


men. 
Aldermen Discuss Situation. 

The aldermen were discussing the trans- 
portation situation privately yesterday in the 
committee rooms. 

“If the surface line officials think they 
can delay giving the 30 per cent increase in 
service they are geussing wrong,” said one 
influential alderman. ‘“‘ The companies have 


J had the benefit of the unified management tat 


— 


some time. They have been saving money by 
the consolidation. I have no objection to 
that. But I strenuously object to the com- 
panies effecting a material saving when they 
have not increased the service materially. 

The surface lines will give that additional 
service within a short time or 
I will begin to protest. The only acceptable 
reason for not giving the service will bea 
written statement from the board of super- 
vising engineers that it is not physically pos- 
sible. And the board cannot make such a 
representation without admitting the 30 per 
cent promise was an incorrect estimate, 


the unification ordinance was under con- 
sideration.” 


Busby Explains in Letter. 

L. A. Busby, president of the consolidated 
| lines, has sent a letter to the committee tell- 
ing in detail what has been done to comply 
with the unification ordinance. The commit- 
tee may ask for a weekly statement from the 
railway president, in order that the alder- 
men may be informed regarding the prog- 
ress. 
“If it takes six months to fulfill one-sixth 
of the promise for increased facilities,“ com- 
mented another alderman, “ it will take three 
years for the citizens to get all that has been 
promised at the rate the surface lines have 
been moving. I propose to get faster action.” 

It has been the practice to remove the small 
single truck cars as new double track cars 
have been purchased. It is estimated 125 
of these small cars are still in service. These 
cars seat thirty-six to thirty-eight persons. 

The new cars, which are to be placed on the 
streets in ten days, have fifty-four seats. 
These are 25 per cent larger than the large 
cars now in service, according to the railway 
officials. 


YALE ATHLETE DRAWS FINE | 
FOR PUNCHING A CITIZEN. 


Stanhope W. Nixon, Son of Wealthy 
New Yorker, Admits He Had Been

New Haven, Conn., May 5.—Stanhope W. 
Nixon, until recently a prominent Yale stu- 
dent and a son of Lewis Nixon of New York, 
was today found guilty in the city court of 
a technical charge of breach of the peace in 
connection with the assault upon Edward W. 
Everit, chief engineer of a telephone com- 
pany, on Oct. 21 last. Judge O'Meara im- 
posed a fine of $200 and costs. Notices of an 
appeal were filed. 

Nixon took the stand in his own behalf. He 
said on the night in question he had been 
drinking with other students and his mind 
was a blank as to what had occurred. 

Throughout the trial today the courtroom 
was crowded with Yale students, many sit- 
ting on the floor, Nixon, until his recent 
withdrawal from college, was a member of 
exclusive societies and a varsity oarsman.

Washington, D. C., May 5.—(Special.}— 
Secretary Bryan announced tonight that the 
three South American mediators in the Men- 
ican difficulty would meet at Niagara Falls, 
Canada, May 18 to recelve representatives of 
the parties to the controversy. Mr. Bryans 
said: 

The mediators have notified the different 
parties that Niagara Falls, Canada, has been 
selected as the place where the mediators will 
confer with representatives of the different 
parties interested in the mediation, and that 
the 18th of May has been fixed as the date 
when the conference will begin.” 

This place of meeting was suggested by the 
mediators themselves. They selected Niagara 
Falis instead of Havana, which was expected 
to be chosen. 


Realize Handicap on Task. 
The mediators realize that the refuse] of

We consider this unexpected statement 
as inconsistent with the idea which 
caused us to offer our good offices.

Transports Held at Galveston. 

The situation at Vera Cruz is regarded as 
critical. The Federal troops are concentrat- 
ing daily, and before the end of the week Gen. 
Maas will have a force from two to three 
times as large as Funston can muster, even 
by calling for all the marines and sailors who 
can be spared from the ships. 

The army transports are tied up at Galves- 
ton under full steam, ready to sail on receipt 
of orders, but President Wilson has declined 
to give the orders for a further embarkation. 

As the situation now stands, the refusal 
of Carranza to agree to an armistice relieves 
Gen. Maas of the necessity of notifying the 
American forces under Funston of the termi- 
mation of the armistice. He is at liberty 
under The Hague rules and international law 
to attack whenever he sees fit. 

Secretary Garrison, earnestly desiring to 
go into the conflict prepared, is still held 
back by the president.

Refugee Asserts Huerta Goes 
About City Without-Guard 
Despite Rumors, 


Vera Cruz, May°5.—The Mexican Fed- 
eral troops have mined the railroad tracks 
from Vera Cruz to Mexico City in prépara- 
tion for the destruction of the road in the 
event that the American forces attempt a 
march on the capital. 

The mines are reported to be located — 
half mile apart and Mexican soldiers have 
been detailed to touch off thé fuses should 
hostilities begin. These preparations and the 
throwing up of defenses, which are dally 
making the position of the Mexican Federal 
troops stronger, are known to be a source of 
worry to Gen. Funston and it is understood 
that he would welcome orders to start for 
the Mexican capital at once. 

No confirmation had been received of re- 
ports that the San Francisco bridge on the 
Interoceanic railroad had been damaged. 


More Cannon Held Ready. 

The refugee who brought the report of the 
mining of the railroad also says the Mexi- 
cans have shipped a dozen or more cannon 
to the vicinity of Paso del Macho, the head- 
quarters of Gen. Gustavo Maas, on the 
Mexican railway, and a like number to Gen. 
Guillermo Rubio Navarrete at Jalapa, on 
the Interoceanic railroad. 

This refugee called on Gen. Maas at Paso 
del Macho, having been furnished a safe con- 
duct by Gen. Huerta. He spent some hours 
with the general while the train on which he 
Was a passenger was held pending the ar- 
rangement of formalities. 

From personal observation he estimated 
that Gen. Maas had less than 1,000 men under 
his orders. He saw only a few small de- 
tachments here and there on the way from 
the capital. 

Gen. Navarreté, who is said to have en- 
tered Vera Crus a few days after the Amer- 
ican occupation and to have moved about 
freely in disguise, is now reported to have 
from 800 to 600 men with him at Jalapa. 


Quiet in Mexico City. 

Events in the capital since the taking of 
Vera Cruz were then narrated by the refugee. 
He said there were street demonstrations 
during the first few days, when various 
American business houses were stoned by 
the mob. 

These demonstrations were apperently 
ended by a proclamation issued by a number 
of prominent merchants in the capital whose 
sympathies were with the revolution. They 
endegvored to offset the alarming falsifica-

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tions published by the government press. 
They also tried to-relate with more or less 
truth the state of affairs in Vera Crus. 

One of the direct results of the merchants’ 

action wag the abandonment of a gigantie 
demonstration projected by the Spanish col- 
ony, based upon a widely circulated report 
that the Americans had sunk the Spanieh 
cruiser Emperador Carlos V, in the harbor of 
Vera Crus and had declared war against 
Spain. 
Under cover of this proposed demonstration 
it was reliably reported that a number of 
Mexicans intended to makea general attack 
on the Americans. 


Raiders Will Be Punished. 


The confiscation of arms, except those 
taken from the United States embassy, and 
of automobiles was done without official 
sanction, and it was stated that the automo- 
biles would be returned to their owners and 
those responsible for their appropriation 
sent to jail where it was possible to fix the 
blame. 

Mexico City, he said, was filled with ru- 
mors that Gen. Huerta had resigned and dis- 
appeared, but the provisional president in 
the meantime went about the city with his 
customary freedom and without a guard, 
lunching and dining in public restaurants 
and giving no outward appearance of the 
strain under which he was living.

AMERICANS IN MEXICO. : 
If in consequence of mediation peace is 
brought about, at least for the time being, in 


Mexico, Americans will do well to under- 


stand one very unpleasant fact. 

Throughout Mexico and among the masses 
of the people of all Latin America no credit 
will de given us for magnanimity, On the 
contrary, it will be assumed by the Latin 
mind that the Yankees were afraid to fight 
and had to be helped out of their predica- 
ment by Latin-American statesmen. 

Let us have no sentimental illusions about 
this. The American flag has been dragged 
through the streets of Mexican cities, Amer- 
jean official representatives have been ar- 
rested and locked up, American citizens 
have been maltreated, robbed, insulted, and 
a considerable number have been killed. 
Reversing the high pride of the Roman, 
who, wherever he went, declared, Civis 
Romanus sum, the American often has been 
compelled to deny his nationality to save 
himself from assault. 

How long would Argentina put up with 
such treatment from Paraguay, or Chile 
from Bolivia, or Brazil from Deuador? Yet 
though we have withheld punishment, has 
the press of Latin America given us credit 
for patience and magnanimity? On the con- 
trary, it has pretty generally expressed more 
or less openly the belief that we have been 
all along bent upon eelfish conquest. That 
we have waited long after we had ample 
excuse for intervention hag not been credited 
tous. That we have acted moderately even 
when driven to extremities by dangerous 
insolence has not been credited to us, and 
what by the press and educated classes 
of Latin America is thought to be guile con- 
cealing selfish ambition, is and will be inter- 
preted by the more ignorant classes, who 
do not know the power of the United States, 
as cowardice and weakness. 

This means that rights acquired by Amer- 
icans in Latin America, property possessed 
by them, and even their persons will be less 
secure than they have been. 

This unpleasant fact will not determine 
our policy, but it should be most carefully 
considered in the formulation of our rela- 
tions with Latin America and in the nego- 
tiation of a settlement with Mexico. United 
States citizenship should mean something 
even among our neighbors of Latin Amer- 
ica. We may not have their good will. We 
have a right, at least, to the immunity from 
insult and injury granted peaceful aliens in 
every country not barbarous. 


RURAL TORIES. 

We do not despair of seeing William 
Howard Taft, Nicholas Murray Butler, 
Willum Barnes, and many other nota- 
bles who adhere to the safe and sound 
theory of sedentary locomotion, fleeing to 
the Socialist party as to a refuge from 
dangers which impend. 

As a conservative prop of government 
the Socialist movement is just coming to 
appreciation. The I. W. W. is doing this 
service for it. Mr. Taft and many other 
statesmen have been accustomed to use 
the word “ socialistic” as eufficiently con- 
demnatory of any radicalism, a word 
which was a warning finger pointed 


towards the abyss and the chasm. 

Thus it was a convenient word. No 
particulars were needed. If a thing were 
“‘ socialistic ” it smelled of brimstone. The 
I. W. W. leaders knew differently. They 
knew what a rural tory organization the 
Socialist party is; how close akin Victor 
Berger and John D. Rockefeller actually 
are. If Mr. Rockefeller has not soff- 
cient imagination to see that Socialism 
would establish the tightest kind of gov- 
ernment and has not confidence enough 
‘to know that no manner of laws can 
keep the stronger from getting the upper 
hand of the weaker, that’s Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s fault. The I. W. W. leaders know 
it and they attack Socialists as they at- 
tack monopolists. The Socialists see their 
danger. They know the difference be- 
tween logic and brickbats. As a nonrev- 
olutionary, calm, conservative, standpat, 
rural tory organization of men they pre- 
sent an alarmed front of defense to rad- 
icalism and call upon the sober minded 
citizens of the republic for help.

PRISON RIGORS AND DYING 
BANKERS. 
[From the New York World.) 

Report that one of the most prominent of 
our imprisoned bankers is suffering from 
prison rigors and is slowly dying causes no 
Surprise. It is the usual thing. The very 

day a banker enters prison in this country he 
| begins to die. Nor is he permitted to die in 
peace. On the contrary, bulletins of his 
health are given out with increasing fre- 
quency until the distressed public can endure 
no more and is easily induced to petition for 
pardon. 

The peculiar effect of prison life upon bank- 
ers ig the more notable because as a rule its 
discipline is physically beneficial. The hours 
of sleep are regular, the exercise good, the 
food simple, and the work not of a kind to 
cause worry or weariness. Generally, there- 
fore, the inmate of a prison is healthful 
enough. It is a peculiarity of bankers that 
they suffer from such modes of living, and 
that while they eat well and sleep well, they 
fall inevitably into slow but sure movements 
toward the die a little every day. 

It is “the sad case of Mr. 
Morse, who pati and pathetically went 
on dying week after week until he was re- 
leased, and then at once recovered. The 
present sufferer has now been in prison for as 
much as six weeks, and his weeping friends 
say he cannot stand it for six months. 80

IMMUNITY. 

EOPLE differ in the power they 
possess to resist disease. Some are 
more susceptible than others, and the 
susceptibility of the same individual 
is greater sometimes than at others, 

One may be in contact with contagion many 
times and escape its effects, but finally suc- 
eumb. 

Children are more susceptible to all ſu- 
fectious diseases than are adults. Certain 
diseases are called children’s diseases, al- 
though any of them may occur at any pe- 
ried in life. Children differ in their suscep- 
tibility to disease, as do adults. 

Another reason why certain diseases are 
diseases of childhood is because one attack 
furnishes immunity to the disease for life. 
Were it not for this provision of nature the 
race would be in danger of extinction. 


— 
One ot the problems of medicine is to pro- 
vide the immunity without the disease and 
ite dangers. The problem was solved com- 
pletely for one disease more than a hundred 
years ago, when vaccination wes discovered 
as a preventive of smallpox. The patient 
is inoculated with cowpox, and, when it is 
properly done, it makes little discomfort, but 
furnishes immunity, sometimes for life. 
Vaccination is the best example we have 
of artificial immunity. Antitoxins that are 
used in the treatment of euch diseases as 
diphtheria furnish immunity for a time. 


eo, 

Natural immunity is found at its best in 
those of perfect health and sormal devel- 
opment, but such persons are not free from 
attack. All things considered, they are less 
likely to be attacked and bear d‘sease better 
than the weakly ones. 

An outdoor life both night and day is the 
condition that furnishes the best guarantee 
of immunity. The pure air keeps the blood 
enriched and dilutes and attenuates the 
germs of disease at once, and, in time, access 
to outdoor air destroys all contagion. All 
eannot live out of doors all the time. Many 
can only be out of doors a small part of the 
time. 

The thing to do then is to bring the outer 
air into the dwelling and the office all the 
time.

Every living adult has doubtlegs inhaled 
or swallowed the germs of disease, tubercu- 
losis, for instance, but all have not con- 
tracted the disease. Those of us who have 
escaped so far are immune to tuberculosis. 
In other words, there is some power in our 
tissues that prevents the bacillus from mul- 
tiplying. We have the power of destroying 
the bacillus when it seeks to destroy us. 

A knowledge of the law of immunity 
teaches us that, when our health is at its 
best, our resisting power is at its best, and 
hence we are immune to disease. It is wise 
and necessary to avoid, control, and destroy 
disease producing germs whenever found, 
but it ia necessary to render the body as 
nearly immune as possible and to keep it ea.

A recent examina- 
tion showed two grains per ounce, forty-six 
one hundredths of 1 per cent. What does this 
indicate? I am 6 years old and strong and 
vigorous.” 
REPLY. 

These symptoms indicate you have diabetes of a 
chronic type. There is no immediate danger. 
Nevertheless, you should have an examination for 
acidosis. You should regulate your diet on the 
basis of conditions found at the examination. 

It is not unusual for diabetes in people past mid- 
dle life to last for ten to twenty years.

LIQUID WITH MEALS. 

W. A. W. writes: ‘‘ Should children take 
water, milk, or other drinks while eating? 
Should solid foods like toast, doughnuts, etc., 
be eaten while eating cereals with milk and 
cream? Is sugar harmful in any quantity 
with cereals? What effect does the mingling 
of solid food with liquids have on the child's 
stomach and digestion?” | 

REPLY. 

One of the objections to the softer foods so much 
used at the present time is that they do not re- 
quire much chewing, and, in consequence, they 
are not mixed with saliva. Therefore, it is a good 
idea to encourege people, and especially children, 
to take as little fluid as possible with meals. 

For digestion and assimilation, fluid is required; 
therefore, fluids should be taken at or towards 
the end ef the meal and again an hour or two 
later. 

It is well to make the cereal a separate course. 
The habit of taking a mouthful of toast and a 
swallow of liquid in quick succession is a bad one. 

Sugar runs largely to energy. Children, there- 
fore, need a good deal of sugar.

BOTHERED WITH PINWORMS. 

Troubled writes: “In the case of an adult 
beyond middle life is there any way of get- 
ting rid of pinworms? Must one take an oc- 
casional salt water enema as they become 
troublesome? What causes them?” 

REPLY. 

Of course pinworms beget pinworms. | judge, 
however, you mean to ask why you find it difficult 
to get rid of them. In imtractable cages there is 
usually a good deal of mucue, and the worms and 
eggs are somewhat protected by this. 

It is always possibile to be rid of pinworms. If 
simple remedies have failed, consult your phy- 


diet; then a thorough preliminary cleaneing of the 
tract, and then suftable vermifuges.

FISTULA SHOULD BE CURED. 

Mra. C. T. K. writes: ‘I have a fistula by 
the side of the lower bowel. I have had it 
for three years. I have had a good doctor 
treat it with bismuth paste, but it did no 
good. He said the on'y thing was an opera- 
tion. I would not consent to one, and he 
told me it would do no harm to leave it 
alone. I do nothing for it. It seldom annoys 
me. Would you say I was neglecting it? 
Can any serious condition of the bowel come 
from it? Is there any way to care for it?” 


REPLY. 

1, 2. 8. Yes. 

Practically all recta] fistulee can and should be 
cured. Yours seems to be comparatively simple 
ani should be cured. It may never do you any 
gréat harm, but you are taking a chance. Should 
the outer opening become closed and the !nfec- 
tion escape into the surrounding tissues, you 
would have another abscess, with an extension of 
your fistula. Under these conditions, an opera- 
tion might become absolutely necessary, and your 
chances of a good result would be greatly lessened.

NGLAND’S government, on the reo- 

ommendation contained in a recent re- 

port of the royal comm'ssion on the 

civii service of the crown, has de- 

cided to maintain the present rule, 
according to which any woman's govern- 
mental service is terminated, ipwe facto, by 
her marriage. 

This recommendation bears the signature 
of Lord Macdonnell, the chairman of the 
commission, of the Duke of Devonshire, of Sir 
Kenneth Muir Mackenzie, of Sir Henry Prim- 
rose, one of the most experienced members 
of the civil service; of Miss Haldane, the 
clever sister of the lord high chancellor, and 
Mrs. Streatfield. 

If I call attention to it, it is because of the 
controversy constantly raging in the big 
cities on this side of the Atlantic as to the 
alleged hardship of depriving a woman of her 
employment in the public service on her mar- 
riage, or on her becoming a mother. 


o> - 


Further recommendations of the commis- 
sion are to the effect that, where the char- 
acter and conditions of work performed by 
women approach those of work by men, the 
pay of women should approximate that of 
men, but, in so far as the efficiency of men 
is higher, the salaries of the men should re- 
main higher.” 

It is also recommended that women should 
not be admitted to examination for the higher 
grades of civil service, but that, when spe- 
claily and preéminent!y qualified, they should 
be eligible for promotion to particular poets 
of the higher class.“ These recommenda- 
tions have also been adopted by the English 
government

Among the sources of worry of Emperor 
William just at present is the awkward 
problem connected with the large military 
mission of German army officerge at Con- 
stantinople. 

Its chief, Gen. Liman von Sanders, who 
shortly after his arrival at Stamboul was 
created a field marsha) of the Ottoman army 
in order to endow him with the necessary 
prestige and authority in the eyes of the 
Turkish troops, has proved so complete a 
failure that his position and also that of 
the large delegation of major generals, col- 
onels, majors, and captains of the German 
army who accompanied him to the shores 
of the Bosphorus, have become well nigh m- 
possible. 

One of the first things that the kaiser did 
on arriving at Corfu was to summon from 
Constantinople Baron Wagenheim, his am- 
bassador to the sublime porte, in order to 
confer with him about the matter, and it is 
a foregone conclusion that Gen. Liman von 
Sanders and hig mission will be either re- 
called in the near future or superseded by 
other German officers.

The trouble seems to be largely a lack of 
tact. diplomacy, and patience on the part 
of Gen. von Sanders, which is all the more 
astonishing as he was accounted on Uf the 
most brilliant of the younger géhé 
commanders of the German army.

Detres. representative at Constantinople of 
the Agence Havas, as well as correspondent

pers, and one of the most respected leaders 
of the French colony in Constantinople. 

It seems that one morning the general, in 
Turkish uniform and accompanied by a cou- 
ple of German officers, appeared in the offices 
of the agency, forced his way into the room 
of M. Detrez, an elderly man, assailed him 
with all sorts of insulting epithets and re- 
proaches, and finally threatened him with a 
loaded revolver. 

The general was beside himself with rage, 
owing to a story Which had appeared in a 
Paris newspaper concerning a robbery to 
which his daughters had been subjected, and 
it was only by furnishing’ prooſt that he had 
had nothing to do with tie story in question 
and that it had not been dispatched from his 
oflice that M. Detrez was abie to escape per- 
eonal violence. 

M. Detres immediately, reported the mat- 
ter to the French ambassador, and on the tol- 
lowing day the German officers who had ac- 
companied Gen. von Sanders, as well as Col. 
von Thouvenet, his second in command after 
the departure of Col. von Strempel, called on

It is equally clear that 
a husband may not accomplish a diminution 
in the wife's alimony by a refusal or neglect 
to work if it appears that he has the phys- 
ical or mental capacity to work.

for States to Give Their 
Decisionon Question. 


VOTE ASSURED IN THIS 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 5.—[Special.}— 
The resolution proposing to submit to the 
states constitutional amendments prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor in the United States and 
the resolution for the enfranchisement of 
women were reported to the house today by 
the judiciary committee. Both resolutions 
were submitted without either a favorable 
or unfavorable recommendation. a 
In letting go two of the most bitterly dis- 
puted issues before the public, the commit- 
tee inaugurated a season of political night- 
ma res for those members, wets and drys, 
prosuffragists and anti-suffragists, who are 
hoping to escape committing themselves 
upon these questions before the congres- 
sional election next fall. 

The announcement of the action of the 
committee wrought consternation in the 
ranks of these “ pussyfooters,” who are 
numbered by the score, for many members 
who are fire eaters on every other question 
are dodging these issues, particularly that 
of prohibition. 

Vote on Both This Term. 

That there will be a vote on both prohibi- 
tion and suffrage at this session is practically 
certain. The leaders of the wets profess to 
be as eager for the division as are the drys, 
and both factions are prepared to ask the 


the consideration of the resolution if the 
judiciary committee fails to obtain con- 
sideration of the measure in the regular 
way. Similar procedure applies to be suf- 
frage resolution. 

The prohibitionists and the suffragists 
have inaugurated their campaign with a 
promise and a threat. If the house v tes to 
submit the questions to the states the forces 
of the drys and the suffragists will not seek 
to punish at the polls those members who 
vote against such action But if the house 
refuses to indorse tine submission of the 
amendments the proponents will oppose the 
retlection of members voting in the nega- 
tive. 

This policy applies also to the senate, 
which already has rejected the suffrage 
resolution. 


Position Defined by Hobson. 
The question of the prohibitionists was set 
forth in the following statement by Rep- 
resentative Hobson, author of the dry 
resolution: 

„Our argument for prompt action by con- 
gress will be that the people want to pass 


gress to allow them to do so without further 
delay. We will not ask the members of the 
house or senate to go on record for or 
against prohibition. We will simply ask them 
to pass this resolution along to the voters of 
the country. 

“If this is done no congressman need fear 
that prohibition will be made an issue by the 
temperance people in his district. We will 
drop the fight so far as members of con- 
gress are concerned. We will not even op- 
pose those members who vote on the floor 
of the house against submitti:.g¢ the resolu- 
tion to the people. All we want is that the 
members of the house act promptly. Wewill 
ben concentrate all our forces on the va- 
rious state legislatures and leave the con- 
gressmen alone, since the matter will be 
forever out of their hands. 

“On the other hand if congress smothers 
this resolution and continues its past

Text of Prohibition Amendment. 
The prohibition resolution proposes to sub- 
mit to the states the following constitutional 
amendment: 

Section 1. The sale, manufacture for sale, 
transportation for sale, importation for sale, 
end exportation for sale of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes in the United 
States and all territory subject to the juris- 
diction thereof are forever prohibited. 
Section 2. Congress shall have power te 
provide for the manufacture, sale, importa- 
tion, and transportation of intoxicating 
liquor for sacramental, medicinal, mechan- 
ical, pharmaceutical, or scientific purposes, 
or for use in the arts, and shall have power 
to enforce this article by all needful legisla- 
tion.” 

Text of Suffrage Amendment. 

The proposed suffrage amendn nt, carried 
in a resolution, introduced by Representative 


Mondell of Wyoming. is: 


“Article 1. The right of citizens of the 


United States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any state 
on account of sex. 


“ Section 2 Congress shall have the power, 


by appropriate legislation, to enfoice the pro- 
visior.s of this articic.” '

Washington, D. C., May 5.—([Speciel.]— 
Senator Stone of Missouri today urged the

Monopoly Already Absolute. 

“On the merits of the pending question I 
an find no satisfactory reason why the 
‘American people should grant a subsidy of 
millions to this special interest, the coastwise 
* Merchant fleet, which now enjoys an abso- 
lute monopoly of the enormous traffic carried 
‘on along the coasts of this continent,“ he 
ald. None but American vessels can en- 
-ter into this coastwise business. It fs a 
‘monopoly enjoyed by the American ships 
(engeging in it. 
The construction of the canal has cost 
the American people 8400 000,000 and it will 
require millions annually to maintain and 
operate it. Every vessel passing through 
the canal will entail an expense. Why should 
these already favored ships be permitted to 
utilize this waterway without contributing 
a farthing toward its maintenance or toward 
the creation of a fund for the gradual re- 
imbursement of the public treasury for the 
enormous outlay it has been put to in the 
‘construction of the canal? 

“The corporations operating these vessels 
have not shown any great appreciation of 
the favors already bestowed upon them. 


Ship and Rail Combine. 

„I hear talk now to the effect that trans- 
continental railroads are backing the move- 
ment for the repeal of the free tolls provision. 
Nothing has come to me to convince me that 
this statement is true. But I heard some- 
thing the other day down at Norfolk that 
would seem to prove that there is some kind 
of combination between the Atlantic coast- 
wle vessels and the railroads south of the 
Potomac river. 

“I was informed that these coastwise 
-phips refuse to convey any passenger from 

Norfolk to any port south of that city. They 
will not carry any person from Norfolk to 
‘Charleston, or Savannah, or Jacksonville, or 
any other point on the South Atlantic coast. 
This looks very much like a ship-retiroad 
‘combination.

Letters Proof of Subsidy. 

In the correspondence between Secretary 
Knox and representatives of the British gov- 
ernment on the subject of these canal tolls, 
I find this expression in a letter sent by our 
secretary to our embassy at London to be 
shown to Sir Edward Grey, the British sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs: 

The exemption of the coastwige trade 
from tolls or the refunding of tolle col- 
lected from the coastwise trade, is 
merely a subsidy granted by the 
United States to that trade, and the loss

President Wilson's plan for the repeal of 
the. Panama tolle exemptions was indorsed 
yesterday by the Democratic editors of IIll- 
nois in annual session at the Hotel Sherman. 

In spite of quiet efforts made by outside 
interests to prevent a specific declaration in 
favor of the tolls policy, the report of the 
resolutions committee, carrying the cordial 
approval! of the Democratic newspaper men, 
was adopted unanimously. 


Indorse Mexican Policy. 
The original draft of the resolutions con- 
tained the usual sentiment of approval of na- 


tional and state administrations, until mem- | 
bers of the resolutions committee were ap- 


proached by representatives of a Demo- 
cratic newspaper opposed to Wilson, with 
the suggestion that the canal tolls matter 
might be “‘ overlooked in dealing with the 
president’s course. The result was that the 
editors immediately agreed the indorsement 
should be specific and strong and should in- 
clude a hearty commendation of the presi- 
dent’s Mexican policy. In the amended form 
the resolutions were adopted. 
The resolutions read: 

Resolved, That we indorse the address 
of John M. Rapp as setting forth in ap- 
propriate sentiments our approval of the 
national and state Democratic -adminis- 
trations, and that we recommend publi- 
cation thereof. 

Resolved, That we view with pride the 
magnificent accomplishments of the Wil- 
son administration, and that we give cor- 
dial approval to the policy of the presi- 
dent in the Panama canal tolls propo- 
sition and in the controversy with the 
powers now in control of the government 
of Mexico. 


Forty Editors Present. 

Forty Democratic newspaper men, repre- 
senting the leading daily and weekly down- 
state newspapers, participated in the eon- 
vention. John M. Rapp of Fairfield, col- 
lector of internal revenue in the East St. 
Louis district and member of the state leg- 
islature, the retiring president, was in the 
chair. 

Representatives in the general assembly 
and representatives and senators in con- 
gress will be urged to obtain the amendment 
of the public utilities act in Illinois and of 
the interstate commerce act, so newspapers 
may get transportation in exchange for ad- 
vertising without violation of either statute, 
it was agreed. Similar action doubtless 
will be taken by the membership of the IIli- 
nois Press association, , which begins its an- 
nual canvention today at Hotel Sherman.

HOUSTON MAY BE NAMED. 


President Would Have Chosen 
Him Before Except for Cab- 
inet Needs. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—President Wil- 
son is again searching for a governor of the 
federal reserve board. After four months 
of painstaking inquiry he had determined on 
Richard Olney, former secretary of state, 
as the man to head the board which will regu- 
late the nation’s system of twelve regional 
berks, but the latter has declined, being un- 
willing at his advanced age to undertake 
new responsibilities. 

Many administration offichals were disposed 
to believe that Secretary Houston of the 
department of agriculture gould be the man 
finally chosen in Mr. Olney’s place. 


Opposes Loss in Cabinet. 
It is known that the president has wanted 
to appoint Mr. Houston to the federal reserve 


board, but did not wish tomakeany changes 
in his cabinet, which he refers to as a team.“ 


Mr. Houston favorably impressed those 
who came in contact with him when he 
toured toured the country as a member of 
the organization committee of the federal 
reserve board, and his name was suggested 
for the board then. 


May Name New Englander. 
It is known that since Mr. Olney's declina- 


tion the president has not fixed on any one, 


but is looking over the field for another 
member of the board. He is said to be anx- 
ious to get a New England man, so that all 
sections may de represented. 

Col. William A. Gaston and Joseph O'Neill, 
prominent Boston bankers, have been sug- 
gested as possibilities for the board, but it is 
believed the president will choose a busi- 
ness man with legal training.

West Talks on Taxes. 


Roy O. West, president of the board of review, 
who talked on taxation in Cook county at the 
weekly luncheon of the Cook county real estate 
board yesterday, declared there Was no reaton for 
the increase in tne state tax rate made by Gov, 
Dunne and expressed the opinion that had Mr. 
Deneen been reélected governor there would have 
been no material increase in the rate. He referred 
to Mr. Deneen’s statement that there was enough 
money in the hands of the state at the close of 
his administration to make any material increase 
unnecessery.
